"When over in France I had the impression that everything 


WHS going all right," said Bishop McConnell. "Since I landed in 
Now York I was told that everything had gone wrong-, that we 
had a miserable handful of troops over there, badly provided for 
and that we were not doing- our part well. I am very happy to be 
able to say if this is true the people in France don't know it. 


"If you could stand as I have stood at a seaport jn France 


and greet American soldiers, and if you could see three converted 
Hamburg-American liners loaded as American transports with 
sixteen thousand soldiers on each ship, you might get the impres- 
sion that something was happening. And if you knew that this 
same thing was occurring in two other ports, you might well know 
that America is re.nlly sending over her troops. I was in twenty- 
eight different places speaking to American soldiers and I got the 
impression that there were a good many of them there, and that 
all arc being well taken care of. 


"[ ate with the private soldiers. We had beefsteak, potatoes, 


white bread and butter, and coffee with sugar and milk in it. For 
dessert there was rice with raisins cooked in it. You wouldn't 
call that starvation, would you?

"The great genius of this war has been- French from the be- 


ginning; The best railroad man in the United States has said 
that the way the French have handled their railroad situation is 
simply beyond understanding. Indeed everybody admits the 
supremacy of the French in this war.

"Then there are soldiers there from the other side ot the 


world, the Indian soldiers that we do not hear so much about. 
mean those soldiers, between sixty and one hundred thousand of 
them in the fighting lines about which Germany raised such a 
howl and said we were turning loose brutes to fight them.^ They 
are just as well behaved as any of the German, French or English 
soldiers.'

"There are Christian Indians on that West front. They have 


their prayer meetings, sometimes five hundred in attendance, and 
they do not netd any roving bishop or minister- to lead them 
cither. Tommy looked at them one time when five 'hundred In- 
dians were at their prayer meeting and he turned to me and said, 
'Ain't it paralyzing!'

"I also saw Chinese soldiers, about sixty thousand of them, 


going into the trenches to fight. They may not be dressed in the 
slickest of uniforms, but they are there, standing the cold climate 
to which they are-unused and fighting just as hard as any other 
soldiers.

"The women at the canteens and elsewhere are patient beyond 


description. The presence of women in the canteens will stop the 
grouching and also the swearing at least while they are there.

any suggestion of hysteria. The American, French and English 
soldiers all swear by the women when it comes.to thinking of their 
sheer devotion."

''One night t was permitted to go to a sort of resting place

I asked if they 
wore homesick. They said, 'Not exactly.' They told me that they" 
had been over in No Man's Land and couldn't catch a German. All 
they had for their heavy work was one German rifle and a bundle 
of German newspapers, and so the men were dejected. But that 
is not the kind of pessimism that you could charge up to the 
American army. 


"Perhaps you think I am painting this picture of war as all 


rosy, but it is not. I heard only one band play in France while 1 
was there, and that was a band'of Scotch pipers. You see this is 
not a band playing war. I never saw so many different kinds of 
mud in my life. Nor have I ever felt rain which had such a pene- 
trating kind of cold as over there, but all those things..are accepted 
as part of war, and I heard no one complaining.

New -York, June 1.—Realizing the 
need of wholesome entertainment for 
soldiers training in the national army 
and 
national 
guard 
cantonments 
throughout the country, the govern- 
ment of the United States for the first 
time in history has undertaken 
the 
tusk of prodding dramatic amuse- 
ments of a high order, to maintain 
and improve the standards 
already 


set, has gone into the business of the- 
atrical management. The success al- 
ready achieved, according to a re- 
sume of the situation compiled by the 
commission on training camp activi- 
ties of the dar department, in charge 
of the work, augurs well for the con- 
tinuation-and expansion of the work. 
As a firat step, the war department 
constructed in each of the sixteen na- 
tional army cantonments a theater 
seating 2,500 or 3,00'0 persons, and in 
each of the sixteen 
national 
guard 
cantonments a smaller one w'lth a ca- 
pacity between'1,000 and 1,200. 
In 
each of these theaters there Is being 
presented nightly a dramatic, musical 
or vaudeville performance for which 
the admission charge is 25 cents. 
The plays presented are all Broad- 
way successes of past years, given by 
excellent companies, the members of 
which have fi'iven their services 
at 
greatly reduced salaries. 
Royalties 
have beejfc-waived by the authors and 
the scenery and costumes have been 
^donated by various theatrical man- 
agers.

The goveimment itself owns 
and 
operates a number of the companies. 
A 'new play, "A. Marriage Msde in 
Heaven," by Capta'in H. H. Hughes

States in the encouragement of 
the 
young dramatist. 
When first pre- 


sented at Camp Lee, May 16, the play 
proved an instant-hit.

to experiment by booking a classical 
play, llolliere's "The Imaginary' in- 
valid," through the camps.

Experience has shown that 
the fioldicrs prefer comedies, farces 
and musical ploys. 
Melodramas and 
plays dcafing with the war are little 
liked, except in rare instances. 
Because of these facts, the com- 
mission on training camp 'activities 
has appointed a play-reviewing com- 
mittee whose duty 'it will bo to see 
Broadway productions, as well as to 
decide upon past successes and even 
new plays, with a view to their pro- 
duction. 
Lack- of aesthetic value Is 
not to Influence the committee In Its 
choice of plavs, as entertainment only 
is to be the basis for the rendering of 
judgment.

It Is an interesting sight to see a 
box of hospital 
garments 
prepared 
readp for shipment and to know tho 
proems of packing, necessary before 
shipment. 
The boxes are made to 
order, three feet by two feet, and are 
of a specified thickness according to 
a standard prescribed by the depart- 
ment. They are lined with a -water- 
proof paper which has a fabric woven 
Into it to make It strong. The gar- 
ments brought in fram the auxiliaries 
are first checked off 
In 
the 
chock 
room, where they were 
given out. 
Then they are taken to the main work 
shop, where each garment Is care- 
fully inspected and 
finished 
up, If 
anything Tmeeded to brtng It to 
standard. 
Then each 
is carefully 
folded over a 
pattern 
pasteboard, 
which keeps them a specified size, so 
they will pack- without 
any wosto 
space. The trousers of the pajamas 
are folded Inside the Jackets, making 
on» bundle of the suit.

contained 90 suits.
